Fall Planting Time 


This is the right time of year to 
begin mo king 
plans for 
your 
fall 
planting of bulbs, trees and shrubs.. 
There 
are some 
things 
for 
next 
year’s garden that must be planted 
in liie fall; there are others that can 
be planted in the fall as well as in 
the winter— so that it is best to plant 
them in the fall when the rush ol 
sp rin g work is not so great. 
For instance, the lilies should be 
planted in tlie fall, the earlier 
the 
better. 
If planted now, growth he-, 
gins immediately and the roots <!<■ 
velop enough to he ready for busi­ 
ness in the spring. 
The list is en­ 
tirely hardy, so there is 110 dangei 
of winter killing. 
The tulips and the irises should 
la- planted in the fall. 
The tulips 
push through almost a s soon as the 
frost leaves the ground. 
This is true 
of the daffodils, too. 
Of the [lowers, the peonies and the 
Oriental poppies should 1m* planted h> 
the fall early enough for them to 
dart a root growth. 
Ilardv roses, clematis. Hall’s hon­ 
eysuckle and a good number of other 
so-called hardy plant-, but which are 
mh.ject to winter killing, should not 
>e planted until spring. 
Of the fruit ,t rees, 
the apple and 
the pear can be planted best earl\ in 
the fall. They thus get a start early 
but they must l>c well mulched and 
the ground protected 
from 
water 
Lit don’t plant peaches or cherrie- 
until spring. 
Of the shrubs and trees a genera’ 
rule is that a shrub or tree that ha* 
oft. spongy roots or a very

community institute, which is some- 
what similar to the farmers insti- 
tutes offered- by Purdue university 
except that the I. U. institute takes, 
up the problems of the community 
life rather than country life. 


The community institute is abso- 


lutely free and has been found~where 
it has been used to be a most help- 
ful institution. The Tri Kappas arc 
very anxious to try the work here 
and are hopeful that they will see 
their way clear to make it a possibil- 
ity. 


There was in years past a winter 


lecture course in Rnshville which was 
a very popular thing. Some of the 
most prominent personages and mu- 
sical organizations On the Lyceum 
stage were heard ori the Rushville 
platform.

It is thought that one thing which

Fall Planting Time 


This is the right time of year to 


begin making plans for your 
fall 


planting of bulbs, trees and shrubs., 
There are some things for 
next., 


year's garden that must be planted( 
in the fall; there are others that caiiu 
be planted in the fall as well as in- 
the winter—so that it is best to plant'- 
them in the fall when the rush of 
spring work is not so great. 
j 


For instance, the lilies should be. 


planted in the fall, the earlier the' 
better. If planted now, growth be-j 
gins immediately and the roots de- 
velop enough to be ready for busi-1 
ness in the spring. The list is en- 
tirely hardy, so there is no danger 
of winter killing. 


The tulips and the irises should 


be planted in the fall. 
The tulips 


push through almost as soon as the 
frost leaves the ground. This is true 
of the daffodils, too. 


Of the flowers, the peonies and the 


Oriental poppies should be planted io 
the fall early enough .for them to 
start a root growth. 


Hardy roses, clematis, Hall's'hon- 


eysuckle and a good number of other 
so-called hardy plants, but which are 
subject to winter killing, should not 
be planted until spring. 


Of the fruit .trees, 
the apple and 


the pear can be planted -best early in 
the fall. They thus get a start early 
but they must be well-mulched and 
the ground protected 
from 
water. 


But don't plant peaches or cherries 
until spring. 


Of the shrubs and trees a genera! 


rule is that a shrub or'tree that has 
soft, spongy roots or a very, thir 
bark had best be planted in the 
spring. The reason of this is.thai 
soft snappy roots, instead of becom- 
ing callous when transplanted in tht 
fall, decay and of course, damage 
the vitality of the tree. 


If in doubt about the fall planting 


of shrubs, flower or tree, ask somr 
friend who has had experience witli 
that particular 
object. Seedmen 


florists and nurserymen are only'hu-/ 


man—they are rushed to death in the 
spring with a short season, and iJ 
they can get a fall business they ar< 
not inclined to reject 'it, although 
they know the hazards. 
They wil" 


not try to sell anything that they 
know will surely die during the win- 
ter, but they feel that if you are buy- 
ing something that has an 
equa1 


chance to live or die, and you aro 
•willing to take the chance, that it if 
not up to them to interfere.
